SACRAMENTO, May 1.—The 
crimitfal syndicalism and sabotage 
bill and the red flag bill, measures 
designed: to curb activities of the 
I. W. W. in California, have been 
signed by Governor Stephens. 

The criminal  syndicalism bill 
makes it a felony to teach the dog- 
trine of sabotage, violence or ter- 
rorism or to be a member of any 
organization or society that advo- 
cates criminal syndicalism. 

Criminal syndicalism is defined 
aS any doctrine or precept that ad- 
vocates, teaches or aids the com- 
mission of crime or sabotage, which 
is defined as the wilful or malicious 
damage to physical property. 

The, red flag measures: makes it 
a felony for any person to display 
the red flag or any symbol or em- 
blem of anarchy.
